The First White Settier in Dekota Frozen 
5 to Death. 

PRI. Dak., Jan. 4 — [Special. I—Proteau. a 
well-known settler in the Northwest, having 
lived ninety-three years there, has been frozen 
to death.

AN ARBITRATION TREATY, 


Senator Sherman Said to Be Favoring One 
with Great Britain. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan: 3.—[Special.}— 
Itis said that Senator Sherman, as Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations in the 
Senate, is mclined to favor an arbitration 
treaty with Great Britain, and with a view to 
learning the prospects of such an overture 
from the United States being accepted in En- 
gland and of preparing himself for the task 
of formulating a resolution calling upon the 
Executive to take the necessary steps to- 
ward an arbitration treaty the Senator has 
put himself in communication with Mr. W. R. 
Cremer, one of the English members of Par- 
liament who recently waited upon the Presi- 
dent with an appeal for such a measure of 


peace. The English delegation left behind 


several members of Parliament who waited 
till Congress met and got acquainted with 
members of the Senate. They did consider- 
able lobbying, and went away satistied that 
something would be done. hy the United 
States should make the official overtures is 
not understood. If England wants an arbitra- 
tion treaty with the United States the easiest 
way to get it would be to begin negotiations 
in the usual way. The public men of the 
United States? are generally well-disposed 
toward arbitration, and at this moment the 
President is arbitrating a boundary dispute 
between Costa Rica and Nicaragua. The 
Republic of Venezuela has asked the good 
offices of the United States to arbitrate its 
means gp dispute with Great Britain. In- 
stead, the English Government jhas sent 
several war ships to the mouth of the Orino- 
co to enforce a shameless grab of Venezuelan 
territory by edy English subjects. The 
Salisbury inistry has broken its own 
pledges and has stubbornly refused the offer 
of Venezuela to refer all the disputed ques- 
tions to tha arbitration of the President of 
the United States, Some of,the members of 
Parliament who came to Washington to urge 
the arbitration treaty were in political sym- 
pathy with the Salisbury Ministry, but their 
idea seems to have been that this method of 
settiing international differences is only for 
nations equally strong, and that it would be. 
wasted where one country 1s powerful enough 
to take a slice of a weaker nation’s territory. 
The Venezuelan controversy will robably 
eventually force some deciaration from the 
United States of its interpretation of the 
Monroe doctrine, and any arbitration treaty 
with Great Britain must be ratified wit 
this understanding. It was possibly some 
such matter as England’s bearing toward 
Venezuela that led to a public meeting in 
Philadelphia after the visit of the Peace 
Commissioners and the adoption of reso- 
lutions devlaring that the prospect held 
out that the proposed treaty will lead to the 
general adoption of arbitration is delusive, as 
the motives which lead Englishmen to devise 
it have no applicability to the situation on 
the Continent of Europe, nor even to the nu- 
merous wars of Great Britain with weaker 
and less civilized people, and that a tribunal 
of arbitration would furnish no radical cure 
for those international jealousies which 
are the real evil in the relations 
of nations having their seat and centre in 
the European Continent, and which can be 
eradicated only by the deepening and per- 
vasive influence of the gospel of peace.

corn, oats, barley, buckwheat, butter, poul- 
try, eto. They lose nothing by reducing 
their flocks, but make money in abandoning 
an unprofitable industry, and the wealth of 


| the State is promoted by discontinuing wool- 


growing at any rate under 50 cents a pound. 
Half the farmers of Ohio—those living on the 
rough and hilly portions—will always keep a 
few sheep to pick up a living eating fence- 
corner grass or pasturing on rough knobs, 
im timber laad, and other waste spots. 
These sheep are kept fof mutton, not for 
Wool. The tariff on wool does not reimburse 


extra cost it causes them in the purchase of 
winter clothing. Half the 63 ver cent tariff 
on woolen clothing could be abolished if wool 
were put on the free list. The other half of 
the Ohio farmers who have no sheep suffer a 
dead ioss from the extra cost of their winter 
ci@hing. The _ nearly four millions of 
Ohio people would have their winter 
clothing 20 millions of dollars cheaper 
than this great essential of existence in a 
Northern latitude now costs them but for the 
short-sighted, blundering, stupid folly of 
maintaihing the present war taxes on wool 
and woolens. Gov. Foraker would have 
served the interests of his State better by 
telling the Buckeyes the plain, unvarnished 
truth in regard to the folly and stupidity of 
the wool aud woolen goods tariff. No in- 
crease of that tariff could make wool-grow- 
ing brofitanle in Ohio, for the reason that the 
farmers of that State cannot withstand the 
competition of the flockmasters in the South- 
west, and the higher the tariff the worse the 
competition. If the tariff on wool were put 
high enough for the sheep-growers in New 
Mexico and Texas to send their flocks East 
for slaughter and sell the mutton as well as 
the fleece in Eastern cities, there would be 
an end of sheep-growing in the East, even 
for the meat value of the animals. High 
wool tariffs cannot make fleece-growing prof- 
itable on high-priced lands, but they do tax 
the farmers inordinately for woolen goods 

Nor does this high-wool tariff benefit city 
labor. The worst paid labor we have in cities 
and towns is that of coal miners and opera- 
tives in woolen factories. The high-wage 
rate about which Foraker tal&s in the pro- 
tected industries is a sham and delusion, and 
only exists in hisimaginauon. Let him study 
the wage reports of the United States census 
returns of 1880 and never again repeat such 
error in a grave Executive message. 


NEW HIGH-LICENSE BILL FOR NEW YORK. 

The Republicans of New York are about to 
move for the third time upon the intrenched 
saloonkeepers of that State, a joint commit- 
tee of the Church Temperance Society, the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime, and the 
Citizens’ Committee of High License having 
formulated a bill for high license which will 
be presented early in the forthcoming session 
of the Legislature by the author of the ill- 
fated Crosby bill. Among the members of 
this committee are Bishop Doane, the Rev. 
Dr. Howard Crosby, the Hon. W. H. Arnoux, 
the Rey. Dr. McCracken, the Hon. Dorman 
B. Eaton, and the Hon. Walter Howe, names 
which should seeure respect for any measure 
to which they are attached. | 

In its general features the new bili is 
founded upon the Harper law of this State. 
The method of application differs. Its prin- 
cipal provisions are three in number: 

First—It fixes a minimum and maximum fee. 
For a license to sell strong and spirituous 
liquors it provides for a fee of not less than 
$500 per annum nor more than at the rate of 
$2,000 per annum ’’; and for a beer or wine 
license “a fee of not less than $100 per 
annum nor more than at the rate of $400 per 
annum.“ In each it will be observed 
that the fee is four times larger 
than the minimum, thus giving it a sufficient 
range ior adaptation to any community, 
while the minimum is sufficiently large to 
answer the demands of high license. As the 
New York Times says: “The lowest limit 
for liquor license fees—$500—is low enough 
for any system that aims at the benefits of 
high license, and the highest—$2,000—is high 
enough to secure very rigid restriction, if 
not actual prohibition, in places where public 
sentiment will sustain it.” In other words, 
this provision of the bill is tantamount to 
local option. 

Second The bill provides that within these 
limits the Boards of Excise may divide the 
licenses into three grades, according to their 
judgment of the amount of sales that are 
likely to be made in any locality under their 
jurisdiction, which thus obviates the charges 
of unjust discrimination against business 
made against the former bills. 

Third—The bill makes a wise distinction be- 
tween ale, beer, ana wines on the one hand 
and strong liquors on the other. At either ex- 
treme the fee for the latter is five times that of 
the former, and it would not be difficult to show 
that the results of the latter are five times 
worse than those of the former. If the effect 
of the bill should be to reduce the econsump- 
tion of the latter and in- 
crease that of the tormer it would by so much 
be a distinct gain in restricting the eviis of 
intemperance and lessening the damage it

THE TARIFF - PROTECTED STEEL - TRUST 
ROBBERS. 

Another extraordinary instance of the 
wholesale robbery of Western farmers and 
plowmakers by the Steel Trust, under cover 
of the extortionate war tariff, is shown in 
the article reprinted in Monday’s Taisune 
from the New York Times, which contains a 
statement by P. J. Smalley of Minnesota of 
facts related to him by a Western plow 
manufacturer. The latter says:

How this conspiracy of the Steel Trust works 
is further shown by this manufacturer. 
When he remonstrated with the agent of a 
Pittsburg firm against the last advance of 
two cents, which was not caused by any ad- 
vance in iron or in wages, he was advised to 
join the Northwestern Piowmakers’ Associa- 
tion and geta rebate equal to the advance, 
the agent explaining that the association had 
been formed to protect the plow-men against 
an advance in steel and to increase the price 
of plows to cover the increased cost of steel, 
thus shifting the robbery by the Steel Trust 
from the manufacturers to the farmers. 
Thus, taking advantage of an 80 to 100 per 
cent steel protection, the Steel Trust con- 
spirators have combined to choke off compe- 
tition, to rush up the price of steel 125 per 
cent, to rob the Western farmers in 
the most scandalous manner, and to 
crush out every mantfacturer who will 
nor be an indirect party to the swindling 
scheme. The man who should rob the farmer 
on the high road of his pocketbook is not a 
whit more guilty than these monopolists and 
steel-barons who are thus levying toll upon 
him for every piow he uses to satisfy their 
extortionate greed and rapacity. The only 
remedy is tocut down the war duty that en- 
ables the Steel Trust to swindle, avoid 
competition, and double up prices on con- 
sumers, when nothing in the condition of 
the labor or supply market warrants it. 
It is only the power of monopoly. that 
gives the “Trust” this opportunity, and 
it is the oppressive war-tariff that makes 
monopoly possible. Wecommend the state- 
ment of Mr. Smalley to the serious attention 
of Western members of Congress. It is their 
duty to scrutinize the operations of this Steel 
Trust, both for the manner in which it compels 
the manufacturers of plows to advance 
prices and for the systematic fleecing of the 
tarmers who are victims in a double sense. 
The former are not really to blame, for they 
are acting in the interests of selt-protection. 
It is the Steel Trust which is responsible for 
this outrageous, infamous extortion and 
should be made to suffer; and it can 
be done by cutting out the tariff from under 
them, as it is the sole support of their con- 
spiracy. Their purpose, like that of all the 
other trust robbers, is to monopolize indus- 
tries, kill competition, and then fleece their 
helpless victims. We call the attention of 
Western members of Congress once more to 
the details of this steel conspiracy, that they 
may determine whether it is not their duty 
to come to the relief of their farmer con- 
stituents and save them from the clutches of 
these robbers. 


GOOD AS FAR AS IT GOES, 

Mr. Hitt, who represents the Sixth Illinois 
District in Congress, is in a position to report 
progress as a statesman, but should not stop 
where he now stands. He proposes to intro- 
duce a bill to put sugar, whether raw or re- 
fined, on the free list, also salt, and to ma- 
terially reduce the duty on lumber and pig- 
iron. Why stop there? Why not put wool 
and coal also on the free list? No good 
reason can be urged for levying any 
duties at all on lumber any more 
than on salt or sugar, and it would be a 
self-evident mistake to reduce the tariff 
on pig-iron only, leaving ali the other metal 
tariffs as they now are. Iron ore should be let 
in without any duty. The value of the raw 


material is so insignificant as compared with 


the additional value derived from manufact- 
ure that the principle of protection, properly 
applied, demands free ore. Mr. Hitt seems 
to have overlooked copper. Does he think it 
good politics or good statesmanship to ignore 
the facts recently presented in the memorial 
of the brass and bronze convention of Chica- 
go to Congress? It was clearly shown that 
the American copper mines can be worked to 
better advantage than tuose of any other 
country in the world and that the present 
tariff, while having nothing to do with keep- 
ing out foreign copper, does enable the cop- 
per trust combine to impose a heavy burden 
on the American brass and bronze industries, 
and through them on the general . oa

sion fund. Instead of planning for the prow 
gation of a tax set apart to & purpose 80 
sacred, Mr. Hitt as the representative of a 
district which has in it an exceptionally 
large soldier element should persistently in- 
sist upon the Democracy fulfilling the pledge 
made at the convention which nominated Mr.

TAXATION IN CHICAGO AND NEW YORK. 

Chicago is more lightly taxed and las a 
smaller debt, comparatively speaking, than 
any other large city of the United States. 
There are two causes which have contrib- 
uted much to thisend. These are the 5 per 
cent constitutional limitation on indebted- 
ness in this State and the 2 per cent munici- 
pal taxation limitation. Both have proved 
insurmountable barriers to the extravagant 
propositions of spendthrift Aldermen and 
other municipal officers. There have been 
times since the adoption of the Constitution, 
seventeen years ago, when had the Al- 
dermen and the City Executuye power 
to double the indebtedness and in- 


proportion they would have freely exercised 
it. The late Mayor, Harrison, frequently ex- 
pressed regret at the existence of the limita- 
tions referred to, and on more than one occa- 
sion he and others who pose as economists 
proposed the calling of a constitutional con- 
vention for the purpose of remoying those 
checks on extravagant municipal expend- 
itures. 

Just at this time the proper officers in New 
York and in Chicago are making up their 
estimates for the various municipal depart- 
ments in both cities for the current fiscal 
year. A comparison of the estimates must 
give satisfaction to every taxpayer in Chi- 
cago.. The New York estimates are 
made by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportonment of that city and will 
be adopted by the City 
with hardly an alteration. The estimates 
for Chicago are submitted by the heads of 
departments, and will be subjected to consid- 
erable pruning. In some cases the Chicago 
estimates as printed below are calculated on 
the basis of the appropriations for the last 
year, as in the case of charities and “‘asy- 
lums.“ In making the comparison it should 
be borne in mind that tile present population 
of Chicago is 900,000, while New York claims 
about 50 per cent more —1 350 000.

Besides the enormous sum of F, 116,000 
(more than the municipal expenditures of 
Chicago) to pay interest on indebtedness, men- 
tioned above, the New York Council appro- 
priates $1,773,000 for the redemption ofa 
portion of the debt. In making up the esti- 
mates fœ legal expenses and salaries of the 
judiciary Yor Chicago the fact was taken into 
account that the City and County of New 
York are the same legal municipality. The 
legal and judicial expenses of the county and 
the city were therefore lumed to make the 
comparing estimate for Chicago. The appro- 
priations made a year ago last September by 
the old County Board for the Hospital, In- 
sane Asylum, Infirmary, and County Agent’s 
office are incorporatedin the estimates for 
city “charities” and asylums on the same 
principle. Under the present administration 
of county affairs the expenditures for the 


purposes comprehended in these items have 


been materially lessened. Butas they stand 
they are certainly favorable to Chicago and 
Cook County. Perhaps the items which will 
furnish the best basis for comparison are 
those for the School, Fire, and Police De- 
partments of the two cities. 

In every respect these departments in Chi- 
cago will compare favorably with those of 
New York. The schools of this city are on 
a par with those of Boston and are generally 
ranked above those of New York. Our po- 
lice force has no superior as a protective and 
peace-preserving body, and our Fire Depart- 
ment is the model department of America. 
The school and fire departments of Gotham 
cost double and the police depart 
ment treble the corresponding de- 
partments in Chicago. On the score 
of population the New York departments 
ought not to cost over 60 per cent. more, and 
as far asthe fire department is concerned, 


‘that of Chicago having much the larger ter- 


ritory to cover, the expense ought not to 
differ very materially. 

It should not be inferred for a moment be- 
cause the appropriations are proportionately 


.much higher in New York than they are 


in Chicago that the Chicago departments 
ought therefore to be given all they ask to 
spend this year. On the contrary, the esti- 
mates of many of the departments ought to 
be cut down considerably. Excluding State 
taxes, the appropriations for New York for 
the current year will amount to a total of 
$29,700,000. The sum appropriated for city

There is no prospect of much better prices 
for agricultural produce, the surplus of 
which has to be sold in low free-trade mar- 
kets, and if the farmers are to be benefited it 
must be by reducing the price of necessaries. 
Such a movement, desirable at any time, is 
now rendered imperative by the conditions 
of the Treasury, and yet this Congressman 
protests against touching the tariff fetich.

Let him read the tariff-reform 
pledge of his party in 1884 and the recom- 
mendations of the Arthur Administration and 
wake upor get left behind.

Judge Waterman Holds that the Revoca- 
tion of the Certificate of Dr. MeCoy 
Was a Violation of the State Constitu- 
tion—J. J. McDonnell, the Veterivary 
Surgeon Who Was shot by His Wife, 
Hrings Suit for Divorce—A Girl's Com- 


pulsory Marriage. 

Judge Waterman yesterday decided the case 
of the People, etc., for the use of the State Board 
of Health against J. Cresap McCoy, whieh was 
tried before him last October. The defendant is 
a physician, and the action was to recover the 
penalty prescribed for practicing medicine with- 
out a certificate. The board, being dissatisfied 
with the advertisements published by him, re- 
voked his certificate, and subsequently got a de- 
tective to go to him for treatment. The doctor 
undertook the case apparently in the regular 
course of his business, and the board thereupon 
commented suit against him. It was contended 
for Dr. McCoy that the board had no authority to 
revoke bis certificate without giving him notice 
and un opportunity to be heard. Judge Water- 
man held that while the State unquestionably 
had the right to regulate the practice of medi- 
cine this right was merely a part of its police 
power, that the Supreme Court had decided that 
the police power of the State was not 
unlimited or undefined, but that it must 
be exercised in a reasonable manner, 
and that the revocation of a physician's 
certificate is really a judicial proceeding. Judge 
Waterman was of opinion that the revocation of 
a physician’s certificate for dishonorable or un- 


fessional conduct without notice or an oppor- 
nity to be heard violated the provisions of our 
State Constitution that no person shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty, or i ae any | without due 
process of law, and that the rignt to trial by jury 
shall remain inviolate. 


A Patent Boiler. 

About six weeks ago John Kennedy, a civil en- 
gineer of New York, filed a bill in the United 
States Circuit Court here against Milton D. 
Hazelton, a boiler-maker and inventor, to com- 
pel him to perform a contract for tne conveyance 
ofa patent. Kennedy says that in 1884 he bought 
some patent rights for improvements in boilers 
from Hazelton for $10,000, and the latter 
agreed that any other similar inventions 
he might make he world assign 
to Kennedy. He ee — igg 3 came to Chicago, 
and, in December, 1 k out a patent as as.

POLITICAL EVENTS OF 1887. 


The Elections of the Now Dead Year and 
What They Show. 

Philadelphia Press: The elections of the 
year, as a whole, have been largely in favor 
of the Republicans. In several States where 
there appeared to be a diminishing Republican 
strength the party has shown a decided re- 
vival, and old-time majorities have been ob- 
tained. Elections were held in eleven States, 
and the vote cast in ten of them is given in 
the following table and compared with the 


vote cast in the same States in 1883, the year 
before the last Presidential election. The

Pro- 
hibition was defeated in each instance, but 
its advocates succeeded in polling a surpris- 
ingly large vote.

THE WAR IN ILLINOIS FREIGHT RATES 
HAS GROWN MORE SERIOUS. 


A Likelihood that It Will Extend to Kan- 


sas and Nebraska Before the End of 


the Week—Transcontinental Association 
Doubts Gould's Friendship—Probabili- 
ties of a War in Eastern Passenger 
Rates—Western Passenger Rates Be- 
coming Unsettled. 

The war between the Illinois roads is begin- 
ning to get more interesting, and the indications 
are that before the end of the week it will reach 
the western limits of Kansas and Nebraska. 
Several moves were made yesterday whith 
bring the fight beyond the Missouri River. The 
Missouri Pacific, smarting from the reduction in 
Missouri rates, commenced Saturday to take 
iron pipes and castings, for which there is at 
present a great demand in the West, from St. 
Louis to Kansas City at a rate of nine cents 
per 100 pounds, the reguiar rate being 
18 cents. When the Alton heard of this 
it at once told Chairman Midgley of the 
Southwestern Association that it would make a 
reduction in rates of 331, per cent from Chicago 
and St. Louis to Kansas City on all articles in 
class C, that being the class in which iron pipes 
and castings belong. This will force a reduction 
in classes D and E. In fact it will cut down the 
rates on the most important articles of freight. 
The new rates have not yet been promulgated, 
as Chairman Midgley is corresponding with the 
Missouri Pacific people trying to {nduce them to 
withdraw the cut on iron pipes to avoid a gen- 


| eral reduction. Serious trouble has arisen re- 


garding rates on livestock, The Rock Island, it 
is stated, has made a contract with the Burton 
Palace Stock-Car Company to take live stock 
from Kansas, if their cars are 80 con- 
structed that they can take dead freight 
on the return tri at the same rates 
as in common cars. 1 Rock Island claims in 
a of its action that competing lines 
th from the Westand Northwest have been 


tock-Car 
Company at the same rates asin co cars, 
thus diverting much of its traffic. Still the Bur- 
lington ob ects to the Rock Island's action, and 
hus notified Chairmen Midgley and Faithorn 
that unless the latter road annuls its contract 
with the Burton company it will make a reduc- 
tion of G per cent in rates on live stock from all 
Missouri River points. A meeting of Western 
managers will be held at Chairman Faithorn’s 
office tomorrow, when matters will be con- 
sidered. Affairs have assumed such shape that no 
ho are entertained of an amicable settlement. 
Still further trouble has been caused by the St. 
Louis & San cisco m à rate on 
grain from Southern Kansas points of five cents 
less than the tariff. The other roads in 
the Southwestern Association have directed 
Chairman Midgley to make a corresponding re- 
duction from * to Chicago, which will 
reduce the rate from W cents per 100 pounds to 
15 cents from all Missouri ver points to 
Chicago. 
The war on rates from St. Louis east has also 
been extended to Detroit and 
the direct rates made by the Wabash and drop- 
ping lower on all its principal stations. Hereto- 
ore the cutting has been confined to St. Louis 
and rates and intermediate stations. 
Receiver cNulta being in New York it could 
not be learned what action the Wabash 
means to take in this matter. It is 


understood that orders have been given to meet 


the Alton’s rates. 

As regards Illinois rates the situation remains 
unchanged. None are quoted and agents are in- 
structed to take the business at any rates they 
find other roads are making. The same course, 
however, cannot be pursued on inter-State 
traffic, because rates have to be published and 
consequently an open war has to be waged in 
such. The war is assuming such proportions as 
to cause the most serious apprehensions among 
Western railroad managers, and fears are ex- 
pressed tliat before it is over a large number of 
the weaker Western lines will have been fo 
into bankrupwy. The Inter-State Commerce 
law isin no way responsible for this fight, al- 
though some of the roads are trying to create 
such an impression. It is altogether due 
to the indiscriminate construction of 
new lines in territory where there were 
more roads than — The 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé p pally is hela 
responsible for bringing on this fight, which by

The Texas Pacific—one 
of the Gould lines—on the ground of being in the 
hands of a receiver refuses to join the combina- 
tion and in consequence the advanced rates 
which were to have been put into effect Jan. 1 
have not been promulgated, Notice was given 
yesterday that this would be done Jan. 16. But 
this is a precautionary measure as ten days’ no- 
tice has to be given, and it is anticipated that the 
Texas Pacific will be out of the hands of the re- 
ceiver by Jan. 16, and thatit will then join the 
combination. Sboutd this road not be reorganized 
dy that time, or still refuse to join the combina- 
tion, the new rates cannot be put in effect or the 
new agreement carried out. Phe opinion is that 
the road's objections to join the combination 
are due to other ressons than those assigned. It 
is believed that Gould does not view the new com- 
bination with friendly f and that he means 
to kill it. His Missouri Pacific has lately been 
extended to the Rocky Mountains, which gives it 
two through routes to the Pacific coast—one b 
the Texas Pacific and the Southern Pacific an 
another via the Denver & Rio Grande. Under 
the new agreement the Gould system would be 
deprived of much of its through traffic and the 
new extension to the pene Mountains would 
not de able to assert itself. t is the evident in- 
tention of the managers of the Gould lines to se- 
cure concessions such as were granted to the 
Pacific Mail Company and the Canadian Pacific, 
and if they fail to get them to make as much 


trouble as they possibly can. 


Western Passenger Rates. 

The dismemberment of the Western States 
Passenger Association is likely to lead to 
serious complications in Western passenger at- 
fairs. The trouble does not arise from any in- 

lination on the part of the roads heretofore 
— of the association to cut the rates, but 
because outside or connecting lines are ta 
advantage of the disruption of the association 
and are invading its territery with cut-rate 
tickets. It was discovered yesterday that the 
Kentucky Central, or Chesapeake & Ohio. has 
placed in the hands of a 6 a la 
lot of tickets from Louisville and Kentuc 
points through Chicago to Kansas City at 
same rate as is made by the short lines. 
This enables scalpers to cut the rates from 
Kentucky points @& and from Chicago $2.50. The 
regular rate from Chicago is $12.50, and, with 
scalpers selling tickets at $10, the regular lines 
will be compelled to come down to the same 
ure. It is understood that one or two of the Chi- 
cago lines have already met the cut rate, which, 
if true, will make a general reduction by all lines 
necessary.
